Jim Ferguson, 
Veteran Texas

At 73, James E. Ferguson, who 
rose from a farmhand to become 
twice governor of Texas and the 
husband of thc state's only woman 
governor, Mrs. Miriam A. Fergu- 
son, died yesterday after a lengthy 
illness. He will be buried today in 
the state cemetery.
